S.R.O, 33.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 13 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 
1948), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 
1948, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the National Cadet 
Corps (Amendment) Rules, 1987, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette 

2. In the National l3adet Corps Rules, 1948, for rule 12 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely :■— 

“12. Period of cmolmcnt:—(1) Subject to the provi¬ 
sions of Part VII of these rules, every person 
accepted for enrolment shall bo enrolled. 

(i) for a period of two years in the Senior Division 
Army Wing and for a period of three years in 
the Senior Division Air Wing or the Senior Divi¬ 
sion Naval Wing. 

(ii) In the Junior Division Army Wing, Air Wing 
and Naval Wing for a period of two years except 
for students of Sainik Schools, which are governed
